IiETTEB FROM KR. MONllbE 
SWEENEY: J?RQSFECTIVE _ 

THE NEWS is in receipt of the 
following letter from Mr. Monroe 
S^'eenev. of Paris, who is one of the 
latest additions to the ranks of pa 
.. jouug men who are willing 
to serve their eounttj In any ca- 
pacity whatever. Ur. Sweeney left 
Paris a short tldie a^, after a fare- 
ell supper tendered him by a num- 
ber of his admiring friends, and af- 
cer a visit to his brothers in Chi- 
cago, went to Camp Decatur, 111 , 
.lom where the letter was written. 
The letter fi^ws: 

"January 8,1818. 

"DEAR NEWS: 

"Well, I would just like to know 
how everything is in the capital of 
good old Bourbon, and I hear you 
say. 'Read THE BOURBON NEWS.' 
I will, just as soon as it comes along. 

"I landed here on Thursday, and 
the very first person I saw after 
coming in the gate was Billy Hig- 
gins, of Paris. This is a great place 
and I like it fine, although it was 
pretty tough the first morning 
to have to get up at five and Jump 
a cold shower right fMim the lake. 
Bue it sorely makes' one feel great 
enough to lick a dozen Kaisers, 

"Our rations are good, and every- 
thing else is satisfactory, but they 
are very strict'on us in regard to 
smoking while in the detention 
camp, for that is what this is. I was 
vaccinated on my right arm and in- 
noculated on my left arm Friday for 
typhoid fever preventive, and, as, a 
result, hare two frsttjr sore arms 
to-day. 

"After we get out of the detention 
camp we will be transferred to an 
aviation school, but am not sure 
just yet where that will be, as I 
don't iiaaglne that 'the powers that 
be' know wliere we wlU be station- 
ed thf iMeat writing. . 

"Now, please see that THB BOUR- 
BON NEWS comes to me regularly, 
as i want tcfkeep up with the do- 
ings down home, and I also wish you 
would send the numbers w^hich I 
have missed since leaving Paris. 

"With kindest regards and best 
wishes for a peaceful New Year, I 
am,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14. — Wo- 
man's ?iiffiage by Federal constitu- 
tional amendment won in the House 
last night with exactly the number 
of affirmative votes required. 

The House adopted by a vote of 
S74 to 136 a resolution providing for 
■■bmtwion to tlie StatM of the so- 
Mltoi SwMUi B. Amthonjr UMnd- 
■MBt for ■rtio— I oaftfttBckiMBient 



The I wimioB M aiioilai fol- 
lows: 

"Joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the constitution of 
the United States extending tho 
right of suffrage to women. 

'Resolved by the Senate and 
House, et cetera, two-thirds of 
M£h house concuring therein, that 
the following article be proposed 
to the Les^latures of the several 
States as an amendment to the 
eoMtttution of the United States, 
wkidC whm nXiAed by thre%- 
lioutka oi Mid legislatures, shall 
bo valid m BWt'OC Mttd eonstitu- 




"Article— deetiott 1. — The right 
of citizens of- tho Ualted States 
to vote shall not bo denied or 

abridged by the United States or 

by any Slate on account of sex. 

"Section 2 — Congress shall have 
power, by appropriate legislation, 
to enforce the provisions of this 
article." 

But for the promise of Speaker 
'tlSlark to cast his vote from the Chair 
for the resolution if it was needed, 
the chanse of a single vote to tho 
cpyoiltion would have meant defeat. 

Bopoblicanj Leader Mann, who 
Hmm fkom h Baltimore hospital. 
whtn ho liad bo«i vMer treatment 
ateae Oomgnm vonrmmti, aad Bepre- 
aentative Sims, of Teaaeaeeo, Just 
out of a sick bed and hardly able to 
walk to his seat, brought the votes 
which settled the issue. 

The House hardly had adjourned 
before the suffrage champions be- 
gan their fight for favorable action 
on the Senate side of the capital. 
Recent pcllb there have Indicated 
that the necessary two-thirds vote 
could not be mustered, but encour- 
aged by the House victory and 
ooanting upon the influence of 
lident Wilson, who came to their 
laat. ni£ht, the suffragists 
to bftec the Senate into line, 
ao'aa to hamtha aMMdment before 
State ladapa^ma ivrtef tha eoMins 
year. They feel oara at la ae f , of 
forcinfT a vote Im tho Seaato before 
the presMit MMloa aads. 

Advocates of the amendmeat had 
been supremely confident of the TO- 
ault in the House after Preiideat 
tho membora who 



called ^upon hinu last nisht to sup- 
port it. They were so confident 
4nat the elpirvoto was received 
with emeifiiitnt and some of the op- 
poneata srata alBoot.fa lanch sur- 
prised. 

When the first roll call was fin- 
ished unofficial counts put the re- 
sult in doubt, and before the Speaker 
could make an announcement there 
^\as a demand for a recapitulation. 
Then the name of each member, and 
the way it was recorded, was read. 

Announcement of the vote was 
greeted with wild applause and 
cheering. Women in the galleries 
literally fell upon each other'3 
necks, kissing and embracing, and 
shoutiBg, "Glory, aiory. Hallelu- 
jah." 

Eevery attampt made to amend its 
laagiuis* beaten. Representa- 

tive Qard^of O^io, tried unsuccess- 
fttUy tp^ut on II the same limita- 
tion carried by tha reeoln^n for 
the prohibition oonatltlltiona^ 
amendment, that it must be ratilled 
by the States within seven years 
from the date of its submission. 
Representative Moores, of Indiana, 
sought to have a referendum of 
special convention in each State re- 
quired. The Gard amendment was 
rejected 159 to 246 and the Moores 
amendment 131 to 272. 

"When the final vote came on the 
reaplution Representative Austin, of 
Tennessee, challenged the vote of 
Rapreeentative Dominick, of South 
Carolina, who appeared late in the 
roll eall aad laid ha had not heard 
his name called. lfr» Dominick told 
the Speaker he was in the hall and 
listened and did not hear his name 
called. His vote was than raoorded. 

The Speaker watched the ^ vote, 
prepared to cast his own into the 
breach if necessary. "One more 
negative vote," he explained after- 
V, ards as he chuckled over the vic- 
tory. ' would have changed the sit- 
uation and the amendment resolu- 
tion would have lost. In which event 
.1 would have directed the Clerk to 
call my name, and that would have 
been just sufficient to carry it."

TaklBs bran for the basis for fix- 
ing prltm on mill feeds, the follow- 
ing orders, as promulgated by the 
National Pbod Administration, have 
been reeeired here and have been 
put into effect by the local milling 
firms, the Paris Milling Company 
and E. F. Spears & Sons. 

The bulk price in carload lots at 
the mills shall not exceed thirty - 
eight per cent, of the average cost 
of a ton of wheat at the mill. The 
cost of wheat shall be the average 
cost aa shown by the millers' previ- 
ous month's record, and shall in 
elude the one per cent, administra- 
tion fee paid by the mills on ^1 
wheat ground. 

Prices established for other wheat 
mill feeds are as follows: 

Misted f0iBd8» |4.0tt per ton above 
brant Shorts or standard middlings. 
$2.00 per ton above bran; Flour mid- 
dlings, 19.00 per ton above bran; 
Red dog, $15.00 per ton above bran. 

These prices and percentages are 
subject to change, but no revision 
will be made without thirty days' 
notice. 

Where the average price of wheat 
to the mill ia |2.08, the price of 
bran from the miller cannot be more 
tl an $26.35 per ton.' Where the av- 
erage price of wheat to the mill is 
$2.20, the price of bran from the 
miller cannot be more thad $27.87 
per ton. The above j^rlew apply to 
bulk feeds. When sacked the act- 
ual ttmt of .the containers may be 
added to the selling price.
